However, he opposed any mea- 
sure likely to upset the present 
Government coalition. Mr. Dayan 
raised eyebrows when supporting 
the statement attributed to Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir that “the 
NRP. is the closest and most na- 
tural coalition partner,” and pro- 
ceeded to admonish the Independent 
Liberals “for pushing the govern- 
ment against the wall on the civil 
marriage issue.” 

He asked, “Why could they have 
not sought to discuss it first?” 

Mr. Dayan opposed adopting any 
policy line that might hamper future 
coalition making. He was willing to 
alter policy on exempting yeshiva 
students from the army. 

The Labour Party should not al- 
low itself to be forced to keep to a 
rigid policy by the fact that the 
N.R.P. was inhibited by the ultra- 
orthodox from initfating any 
change. 

BABBINATE ELECTIONS 
The Defence Minister spoke sharp- 
ly of the “unseemly form” the Chief 
Rabbinate elections were taking, and 
declared: “Ifthe rabbis were to know 
that their powers are no longer un- 
limited there would be & chance for 
greater liberalism in their decisions. 
But we cannot simply hope that 
by changing the chief rabbis we 
will save ourselves.” 

Mr. Dayan advised against heed- 
ing warnings that changing the Rab. 
Dinate’s status would cause a split 
in the Jewish people. He added, 
“The main fear for a split in Jewry 
is between U.S. Jews and the Rabbi- 
ate here.” The Minister did not 
accept the idea that civil mar- 
riage would destroy national unity. 

Mr. Dayan’s views were supported 
by other speakers. Mr. Arie (Lyova) 
Bliav, M.K., agreed that the com- 
promise must continue with the ob- 
servant, “but both have to make 
compromises.” He attacked the “pet- 
rified” Orthodox establishment in 
Israel, urging that the Reform and 
Orthodox trends be officially per- 
mitted to operate in this country. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yitz- 


hak Ben-Aharon, while urging that 
threats to the government coalition’s 
existence be prevented, spoke fierce- 
ly against officially-backed religious 
compulsion Interfering with people's 
personal lives. He said no one was 
anti-religious in the Labour Party, 
but “we cannot allow orthodoxy to 
impose its will by secular force.” 

Rabbi Menahem Hacohen, head of 
the Party's religious circles, in argu- 
ing that Judaism had lost out in 
Israel because of its rigid institution- 
alization, urged abolishing the Chief 
Rabbinate, leaving local rabbinates 
enjoying equal status. “We have to 
decide to take politics out of religion 
and our traditional heritage.” He 
argued against the very use of the 
term “coexistence” between the re- 
ligious and non-religious sections of 
the people: “one only uses coexist- 
ence when speaking of two peoples, 
not one.” 

Both he and Mrs. Shwamit Alon! 
agreed that electing a new Chief 
Rabbi (she spelled out Rabbi 
Goren’s name) would not alter the 
establishment. She backed Mr. 
Dayan's proposal to drop the status 
quo, and termed the present situa- 
tion as undemocratic, She noted that 
whereas the N.R-P.-dominated Social 
Welfare Ministry did not seek to pre- 
vent 7,000 inmates of institutions for 
the retarded from marrying and 
bringing more retarded persons into 
the world, perfectly normal citizens 
were prevented from marrying by 
law.

"Sadat's trip was heralded yes- 
terday in Cairo and Tripoli as 
“historic” and -"the most impor- 
tant visit by the Egyptian Pres!- 


dent to Libya,” Indicating that plans 


for the unification of the two coun- 
tries have already been outlined. 
The two countries are at present 
linked in a loose federation with 
Syria. 

‘Hopes for a full merger between 
Egypt and Libya were being played 
up in Tripoli more than in Cairo, 
which is showing more caution on 
the venture. Egypt has been reser- 
ved on the question of mergers with 
other Arab countries since its bit- 
ter experience with Syria, which in 
1961 broke away from a three-year 
merger with Cairo, 

Cairo’s “Al-Ahram™ newspaper 
said yesterday that Sadat will be 
going to Libya in the company of 
a large delegation of Egyptian 
senior officials. The paper said that 
the delegation wil! return to Cairo 
at the end of the Libyan talks, but 
thet President Sadat will stay there 
for a number of days for further 
discussions with Libyan head of 
state Mu'ammer Gaddafi, 

Mr. Sadat is expected to ask Col. 
Gaddafl to shelve the merger issue 
for some time. The question of uni- 
fication between the two countries 
was first raised by Col. Gaddafi last 
February, but Sadat then asked for 
a five-month period to study the 
case. That period expires today. 

The Ltbyan leader, on’ the other 
hand, has been pressing for the 
merger, mainly arguing that he 
wanted to inconporate hig country 
in Egyptian efforts for battle 
against Israel. 

Both Egypt and Libya have been 
subject to polttical unrest recently 
in the wake of which the two 
Jeaders have been concentrating on 
what they described as “rational 
unity.”

WASHINGTON (INA).—A “Wash- 
ington Post” correspondent reported

LONDON (ENA). — The “Sunday 
Times” in a report from Moscow 
said yesterday: “An ig reas- 
sessment and realignment of Soviet 
Middie East policy following Pre- 
sident Sadat’s dismissal of Russian 
military advisers from Egypt may 
lead to Iraq the Soviet 
Union's principal Arab client. There 
are even hints of a possible shift in 
the Soviet attitude towards Israel.” 

The report added: 

“It now seems clear the Russians 
foresaw Sadat’s action earlier this 
year when they signed a friendship 
treaty with Iraq similar to the 
previous one with Egypt. Oil-rich 
Iraq is in a better position to pay 
returns on economic aid. 

“Moreover, lacking a frontier with 
Israel and with no occupied territory 
of its own to liberate, Iraq is un- 
likely to press the Russians for 
offensive weapons to fight Israel, 
whom Iraq has never fought despite 
bombast by Baghdad radio.

— An agreement 
was reached yesterday on the ex- 
change of news and photos between 
the Associated Press and Hsinhua, 
the New China News Agency and 
its photo section. 

The exchange agreement between 
the two services marked the first 
time in 22 years that an American 
news organization had established 
@ regular news and phote channel 
with Communist China. The agree- 
ment provides for both radio and 
mail exchanges. 

Direct news links ended in De- 
cember 1949, with the departure 
of the last Associated Press corres- 
pondent, Fred Hampson. 

The agreement was reached in ne- 
gotiations between top Hsinhua of- 
ficlals and Wes Gallagher, president, 
and Paul Miller, chairman of the 
Associated Press, over a period of 
several days. The Associated Press 
party of five has been in Peking 
and other cities as the guest of 
Heinhua, 


Landslides in 


rainfalls in 


MANILA (UPI). — The latest in a 
series of landslides following the 
heaviest rainfall in 61 years crushed 
hillside homes near the mountain 
resort city of Baguio yesterday. Six 
persons buried alive under rocks and 
mud are feared dead. 

The earth fall followed a series of 
three since Friday which have killed 
at least 23 persons and injured more 
than 30. Some 40 persons who re- 
mained trapped in one of the 
avalanches were feared doomed. The 
death toli in the country’s floods has 
now risen to 305. 

The avalanches of rocks and mud 
in Baguio, 198 kms. north of Manila, 
occurred following 27 days of 
monsoon rains that brought 8 total 
of 4,318 mm. equivalent to 17.5 
million Htres for every acre of 
ground to the city.

They said Secretary of Employ- 
ment Maurice Macmillan was ex- 
pected to approach labour union 
officials this week with proposals 
aimed at winning union agreement 
to “live with the act.” 

Most British unions oppose the 
Government-sponsored act, insisting 
it curbs their bargaining power in 
major industrial disputes. Most 
have refused to register under it. 

Five longshoremen went to jail 
for contempt a week ago after de- 
fying a decision by the National 
Industrial Relations Court set up 
under the act. Their union, in re- 
fusing to recognize the legislation, 
does not acknowledge the court's 
decisions as law.

US. mission head 
discusses trade 
with Brezhnev 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — US. Com- 
merce Secretary Peter ‘Peterson 
yesterday discussed Soviet-American 
trade at a Crimea meeting with So- 
viet Communist Party General-Sec- 
retary Leonid Brezhnev, Tass re- 
ported. 

The Soviet news agency said the 
meeting bore a “business-like, cons- 
tructive character.” 

Mr. Peterson has been in the So- 
viet Union for 10 days for the first 
session of the joint U-S.-Soviet Eco- 
nomic Commission, formed during 
the visit here in May of President 
Nixon. 

The fact that Mr. Brezhnev re- 
ceived the Commerce Secretary in- 
dicated how seriously the Kremlin 
treats his visit. 

The Russians have been pressing 
Washington to lberalize its trade 
with Russia, and Mr. Peterson has 
been negotiating a trade agreement 
here.

KHARTOUM ‘(Reuter}. — Foreign 
Minister Mansour Khalid said here 
yesterday that Sudan was deter- 
mined to reach final solutions to bor- 
der problems with all of its neigh~ 
bours. .

SAIGON. — U.S. Air Force fighters 
shot down two Mig-21 interceptors 
in a dog fight northeast of Hanol, 
American pilots said yesterday.

Odds shift against Brandt 


: BONN (AP).— 
WW" opinion polls going against 
him, Chancellor Willy Brandt’s 
election hopes have suffered another 
blow in the defection of a former 
key official. 

This came less than three weeka 
after his Economics and Finance 
Minister Karl Schiller resigned dur- 
ing a politically damaging quarrel, 

‘Then Mr. Guenter Wetzel resigned 
as State Secretary to the Defence 
Ministry and quit Brandt's Social 
Democratic Party. 

Mr. Wetzel went even farther last 
Wednesday, asking to join the 
Christian Democrats, the opposition 
politicians who are fighting to oust 
Brandt in elections expected in No- 
vember or December. 

Wetzel, a member of Brandt’s 
party for 17 years, disclosed that he 
had long the Chancellor's 
ostpolitik—his' policy of reconcilia- 


‘arty tion with Communist East Europe. 


A government official concedes 
“as things stand now, we could lose 
the election. The odds are 60-40 in 


. favour of the opposition. But a lot 


can happen between now and elec- 
tHon day.” 


Poll outcome 


In one poll, after the furor over 
Schiller’s resignation, 51 per cent 
of those asked said they expect the 
Christian Democrats to win the 
election and seize power. Only 35 
per cent expected Brandt's Social 
Democrats to get the most votes, 
Compared with a poll taken the 
week before Schiller's resignation, 
this was a sharp increase for the 

ition. 

The 1969 election made Brandt 
the first Socialist Chancellor of 
West’ Germany. His Social Demo- 
crats won 42.7 per cent of the vote: 
their Free Democrat coalition part- 
ners got 5.8 per cent. 

This was converted into a 12-seat 


‘majority for Brandt in Parliament, 


but since then defections to the op- 
position—largely over ostpolitik — 
have wiped out that margin. Brandt

now lacks one vote of an absolute 
majority in Parliament. 

Vacationing in Norway before the 
election campaign, Brandt must pon- 
der what ex-minister Schiller will 
do next. He has refused to rule out 
the possibility that he might quit 
Brandt’s party and join the Free 
Democrats or even the opposition. 

Some politicians feel Brandt's So- 
cial Democrats might be better off 
politically with Schiller outside their 
Tanks. If he stayed in the party and 
attacked Brandt's government, this 
reasoning goes, that would be more 
damaging for party unity than hay- 
Ing him leave, 

Brandt has other problems. Party 
unity has been weakened by a re- 
cently intensified quarrel between 
Brandt spokesman Conrad Ahlers 
and the Social Democrat's Young 
Socialists, the Party's far-leftist 
youth wing. 

Young Socialists 

The opposition has sought to con- 
vince voters that Brandt's Party is 
under pressure from the Young So- 
clalists to move farther to the left 
and espouse policies such as nation- 
alization of industry that many vot- 
ers probably would reject. 

Also, after the initial successes in 
June of the Four-Power agreement 
to ease Berlin tension and final rati- 
fication of friendship treaties with 
Moscow and Warsaw, Brandt's poli- 
cy has run into snags. 

Talks on normal relations with 
Czechoslovakia have bogged down. 
Hopes for an early exchange of Am- 
bassadors with Warsaw were be- 
clouded by Polish objections to such 
things as the continued activities of 
Radio Free Europe on German soil. 

So far there has been no break- 
through in talks between Bonn and 
East Berlin looking toward normal 
relations between the two parts of 
Germany. A main stumbling block 
seems to be East Germany's insist- 
ence on full recognition as: an in- 
dependent, sovereign nation.

Even without foreign policy prob- 
lems, Brandt faces trouble on the 
home front. Although West Ger- 
Mmany’s current 5 per cent inflation 
rate is below that of Holland and 
some other European countries, 
many voters consider it too high. 

On the plus side, Brandt hopes 
to spring back in the opinion polls 
with the prestige of hosting next 
month's Olympics, the preparations 
for a Common Market summit and 
a conference on security and cooper- 
ation in Europe. 

The Nobel Peace ‘Prize winner 
also hopes voters will be impressed 
by the continuing tensfon-easing 
benefits of the Berlin agreement he 
helped achieve. 

To stay in power, many political 
analysts say, Brandt probably needa 
a final resolution of the Schiller 
situation,

Past requests by the U.N. De- 
colonization Committee for the U.S.

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IN ELITE STRIKE 


Histadrut seen pitted 
against manufacturers

TEL AVIV. — The strike in the 
candy industry enters its second 
week today and threatens to de- 
terlorate into a serious confrontation 
between the Manufacturers Associe- 
tion and the Histadrut. 

The strike affects the Elite con- 
cern which monopolizes the manu- 
facture of all sweets, chocolate and 
instant coffee in Israel. Its joint 
managing director is Mr. Mark 
Mosevics -- presideat of the Manu- 
facturers Association.

"Wage increases of up to 120 per 
cent are being asked by unions of 
professional workers in Governnient 
and public employ, it is learned 
from official sources. 

The Civil Service Commission 
called for wage bids in early Feb- 
ruary, after the “framework agree~ 
ment” was signed. Demands began 
to come in only at the end of June; 
and not all have been received yet. 
“Laggards are waiting to see what 
the others get,” a civil servant 
told The Post yesterday. 

The most modest claims were 
submitted by the mass-mamber or- 
ganizations — the Civil Servants 
and Clerical Workers Unions, Their 
demands comprise in effect the 
framework agreement (8 six per 
cent wage rise, plus Cost-of-Living 
Allowance),.and another 17 per 
cent on top of that. 

The professionals, impatient with 
what they consider an obsolete egali- 
tarlan tradition, aim higher. The 
engineers have asked for benefits 
that add up to a 66 per cent wage 
rise. The secondary school teachers 
want 100 per cent, and university 
teachers 120 per cent. - 

‘Twenty-two unions have standing 
agreements with the Commission, 
including the doctors, lawyers, tech- 
nicians, nurses, pharmacists, social 
workers, psychologists, X-ray tech- 
nicians, microbiologists and labora- 
tory workers —- none of whom have 
yet tabled their wage cequests 
(which should ‘be for the two-year 
period April 1972 to March 1974).

The debate over the Hyatt House 
Hotel — high-rise, low-rise or no- 
rise — took an important turn last 
night when the Jerusalem Municipal 
Council recommended that the build- 
ing be no higher than four storeys, 
(See sketch above). . 

‘The Council’s step was seen as 
forcing the hand of the District 
Planning Commission which is to 
make the ultimate decision. The Dis- 
trict Commission has been thought 
to be bending in the last few days 
to renewed political pressure for a 
high-rise building. The forceful de- 
cision by the local planning autho- 
rity witl be difficult for the District 
Commission to ignore,
